Two-tiered rec fees 
still an option 


Human Rights complaint 
against school board

Chinook's Edge School Board, 
who has been embroiled in legal 
problems over the last year, has 
once again found itself consult¬ 
ing lawyers. 

Board chair, Linda Yargeau 
confirmed last week that there 


had been a Human Rights com¬ 
plaint filed against the board in 
January. She says the board has 
taken the opportunity given to 
them, to respond to the com¬ 
plaint. 

"The superintendent has re¬ 
ferred the matter to the lawyer 


as a matter of the course of doing 
business," said Yargeau. 

She added, "The board was 
shocked and disappointed at the 
nature of the false accusations in 
the declaration... The board con¬ 
siders them to be false."

Once isn't enough, is what a 
Didsbury town councillor is say¬ 
ing about the County's recent 
decision to give a one-time grant 
of $10,000 to recreational facili¬ 
ties in town. 

Coun. Gary Dolha put forth a 
motion at the last council meet¬ 
ing requesting that the adminis¬ 
tration look into creating a new 
fee structure for pool and other 
recreational facility use that 
could be different for county resi¬ 
dents and town residents. 

The motion was actually made 
before the County announced its 
one-time grant to the town to 
bring recreation funding close 
to what it used to be before a 
change in the funding formula. 
However, Dolha says he still 
stands behind the idea that it 
should be considered for future 
years. 

"First of all, I believe we 
should still look into it because 
it is a one-time thing. Secondly, 
the total is still short of what we 
used to get.” 

In 1995 the funding formula 
used to distribute money 
changed. The formula is used 
to determine what percentage 
of the $240,000 they collected 
in county taxes funnelled to¬ 
wards recreational facilities 
used by county residents. Over 
the three year phase-in period 
Didsbury started to see a dra¬ 
matic decrease in their fund¬ 
ing, which meant more and 
more town dollars were used to 
subsidize recreation for all area 
residents. 

Council unanimously passed 
the motion made by Dolha to 
consider another system for ad¬ 
mission to local recreational fa¬ 
cilities like the swimming pool. 

However, the original dis¬ 
cussion had revolved around 
charging higher fees for county 
residents. Council has deemed 
that method would be almost 


impossible to keep track of, and 
have come up with other ideas. 
Administration has been di¬ 
rected to look into the possibil¬ 
ity of raising fees for program¬ 
ming, like Minor Hockey and 
Swim Club, across the board for 
all area residents. Dolha says 
that he thinks it would then be 
possible to rebate portions of the 
money to town residents. 

Dolha says the motion is a 
move on his part to get the fund¬ 
ing formula issue "to the table" 
with the County. He believes that 
it is a good thing that County 
said last week that they are go¬ 
ing to review the formula, and 
he hopes it will bring Didsbury 
funding back to the level it was 
once at. But, he adds, "The prob¬ 
lem is that every time they re¬ 
view the formula, Didsbury gets 
less money." 

The inequities that council 
has previously eluded to are 
that some towns are getting 
enough subsidy from the 
county, that the town itself, 
doesn't have to pay any operat¬ 
ing dollars. On the other hand, 
the Towns of Didsbury and Olds 
have the highest operating 
costs, and don't receive equita¬ 
ble funding. 

Town administration plans 
to give in-depth input into the 
new funding formula that is 
expected some time this fall. 

The $10,000 grant the 
County gave Didsbury will be 
put towards the operating defi¬ 
cit this year. Dolha points out 
that even with the one-time 
grant, the town is still operat¬ 
ing with about $4000 less in 
County money than they used 
to get. 

"We're still $15,000 short 
next year and costs have gone 
up," says Dolha. 

Dolha says there is bottom 
line to be considered in the pro¬ 
gramming. "We have to increase 
revenues."

The role of the Community 
Services Advisory Board (CSAB) 
in Didsbury has changed quite 
dramatically over the course of 
the year. 

One of its new roles is to 
divide up about $81,000 in Fam¬ 
ily and Community Support 
Services (FCSS) grants to local 
non-profit groups. FCSS dol¬ 
lars are a combination of $65,000 
from the province, $5,000 from 
Mountain View County and a 
matching 20% grant from the 
Town of Didsbury. 

They have recently completed 
that task, and the town council 
approved all of the grant distri¬ 
bution. 

"They (the CSAB) have been 
very careful as to how the funds 
are allotted," said Coun. Don 
Watt. 


The following community 
groups received funding based 
on a presentation and applica¬ 
tion process through the CSAB. 

Didsbury Lion's Club received 
$3850 to help cover the shortfall 
in the cost to operate the Dids¬ 
bury Lion's Club Handi-Bus. 

The Kidding Around Parents 
Club, a group designed for par¬ 
ents to provide support through 
speakers, workshops and other 
planned events, received $1,800 
to fund their costs throughout 
the year. 

The Didsbury Justice Com¬ 
mittee, who is an community 
based alternative to the court 
system for first time offenders, 
was awarded $700 to cover costs 
incurred by volunteers, such as 
mileage and paper.

Didsbury to host 
agri-trade shows 

The Didsbury Agricultural Society will be hosting its first ever 
Agri-Business Trade Show, to be held June 18 and 19 at the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex. 

Event coordinator Brian Braun and committee have been 
putting many hours into the inception of this project. 

"The show will attract a variety of people in the agri-industry, 
as agriculture plays an important role in all people's lives, rural 
and urban alike," Braun said. 

Focusing on the diversities in the agri-industry, a variety of 
seminars will be held during the two day event. 

Also featured will be machinery displays and a trade show for 
all agriculture-related businesses. This will showcase the agricul¬ 
tural machinery and technologies for consumer and producer 
needs. 

There will be an entry fee for the 8' x 10' booth space inclusive 
of power and for the larger machinery displays a 25’ x 100' area will 
be available for a fee. Deadline for entries will be May 31. 

Highlighting the cattle industry, for commercial and purebred 
breeders alike, the pen show classes, will give exhibitors a chance 
to display their best. Classes featured will be the Pen of three 
purebred yearling heifers, Pen of three commercial yearling 
heifers, Pair of purebred bulls and the Purebred cow/calf pairs 
classes. The deadline for entries and fees will be May 31. 

The Thursday evening will give a chance for exhibitors to relax 
and enjoy some mingling with fellow exhibitors. Braun hopes the 
planned appreciation beef on a bun and exhibitor's lounge will give 
them a chance to relax and enjoy some Didsbury hospitality.

others to read, was given a grant 
of $1,500. 

The Just Done for Fun Soci¬ 
ety was granted $8,700 to help 
fun their program designed to 
be an before and after school 
care program run out of the 
local school. 

Didsbury Mental Health ap¬ 
plied for FCSS funding to hire a 
Relationship and Family Thera¬ 
pist. They received $1,000. They 
had originally asked for $14,000 
to pay a salary for a part-time 
therapist to be hired. The CSAB 
chose to only grant the $1,000. 

The Primrose Resource Cen¬ 
tre which runs programs relat¬ 
ing to family skills, parenting 
and communication, applied for 
$2,400. They were given $2,100. 

Each group had to present to 
the board and were asked ques¬ 
tions such as other sources of 
funding and how much volun¬ 
teer time is put in to make the 
programs successful. 

There were a couple of groups 
that applied for funding that 
were of concern to Didsbury 
Town Council, who make the 
final vote to distribute the dol¬ 
lars. 

Family Violence Prevention 
Services was one of those pro¬ 
grams. The CSAB had openly 
questioned some of their expen¬ 
ditures and the cost of services as 
compared to the number of Dids¬ 
bury clients served. The group 
had requested $11,665. The CSAB 
recommended to council that no 
money be granted, pending fur¬ 
ther details on administration 
costs and other concerns ex¬ 
pressed. Council agreed, and will 
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THANK YOU TO DIDSBURY DRUGS 
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hold the money until such time 
that the CSAB makes a further 
recommendation. 

Another group that the board 
asked for more information from 
was the Didsbury Playgroup and 
E.C.S. Society. No grants will be 
released until further direction 
from the CSAB. 

Council did approve a recom¬ 
mendation from the CSAB board 
to grant Chinook's Edge $12,852 
to help subsidize the salary of the 
Preventative Program Coordi¬ 
nator in the local school. The 
coordinator's job is to provide 
support to students who are ex¬ 
periencing self-esteem issues, fam¬ 
ily problems, behaviour problems, 
or drug and alcohol related prob¬ 
lems, among others. 

Two councillors said they felt 
they could not support the fund¬ 
ing because they felt it was the 
responsibility of Chinook's Edge 
school board to pay to have such 
a person in the school. 

However, other councillors 
said that they trusted that the 
board had looked into why the 
coordinator position had to be 
funded out of FCSS grants. 

"They have the insight into 
the background and the criteria 
for each," said Coun. Vance Van 
Dam.

Thousands of people turned out for the Didsbury and 
District Chamber of Commerce Trade Show.

"The response that I personally received both from the 
exhibitors and the people in attendance was very positive and 
upbeat,” said Speer. He also reported that the Art Show was one 
of the biggest and best ever, especially in the Junior's category.

The Cost of Colors is just one 
of the imaginary places that 
goes through the young writer's 
mind as she lays in bed at night 
conjuring up stories to touch 
the heart of her peers. 

"I love to write," she says. 

Penner, 10, has obviously 
also touched the heart of a panel 
of judges in the National Get 
Writing Contest. 

From among 3000 entrants, 
her story was chosen as one of 
the best. Penner found out last 
week that her story, Diamond 
the Special Pony was given a 
honorable mention in the con¬ 
test that involves children from 
coast to coast. 

It was over dinner with her 
parents that she found out the 
good news. 

"I was bouncing up and down 
so hard, I almost shook the 
china off of my mom's shelves," 


says Penner. 

It is with that amount enthu¬ 
siasm that Penner attacks eve¬ 
rything. She had just barely 
completed the final draft of her 
award winning prose, when she 


was already composing her next 
masterpieces entitled, The 
Smallest Craft on The Ocean 
and Trapped on Nickleton Is¬ 
land. 

The story that was sent into 


the competition is about a girl 
who really wants a pony, and 
when she finally gets one, it 
runs away. But the main char¬ 
acter, Kayla, soon discovers that 
the pony wants to take her to a 
special place called the Coast of 
Colors. 

Her mom, Twyla, actually 
seemed a bit surprised to dis¬ 
cover in the intereview when 
Penner gets her most produc¬ 
tive work done. Alicia explains 
that she sits up after her par¬ 
ents have sent her to bed, and 
with the light from her small 
lamp, creates her stories. 

Writing is more than just a 
past time to Penner. It is a 
passion. 

She explains that she can 
spend up to a year creating an 
idea, writing drafts, and editing 
her work. 

In fact, Penner admits that 
her sense of detail can some¬ 
times get her into a tight spot in 
school. 

"Sometimes I don't get my 
(Language Arts) assignments 
done because I spend too much 


time putting in detail, and I take 
too much time writing them," 
says Penner. 

Creative talent is something 
that runs in both sides of Penner's 
family, says her Mom, and it also 
something that she plans to en¬ 
courage in her daughter and 
Penner's three younger siblings. 

Penner says even though her 
mom encourages her, she doesn't 
get any special privileges when it 
comes to reading "an unfinished 
work." 

"She doesn't show them to me 
until they are finished," says 
Twyla. 

Well, the finished product, in 
this case, will be published in an 
anthology published by Prentice 
Hall Canada in Spring of 1999. 

Penner says she thinks get¬ 
ting her work published, is "cool” 
and "really neat." 

So, what does this young tal¬ 
ent plan to do with her future? 

Ambitious as ever she says, "I 
want to be a writer of music, play 
piano and write stories on the 
side."

A wake up call

It is very plain that farmers 
want and need a change. Bill C- 
4 just won't fly in Western 
Canada without serious amend¬ 
ments. Top of farmers' list for 
changes are accountability and 
an end to the secrecy surround¬ 
ing the CWB. 

There were over 100 present¬ 
ers and observers at the Senate 
Hearing on the Canadian Wheat 
Board held in Calgary on March 
31. All but one group of two 
individuals wanted Bill C-4 kept 
as written, and the CWB to 
continue to have the monopoly 
on marketing grain. 

The Liberal government 
should be embarrassed by the 
impressive turnout and inter¬ 
est in these hearings. It was 
obvious that this government 
has lost touch with farmers and 
the competitive nature of grain 
production and marketing. 

It was said time and time 
again that a dual/open market¬ 
ing system was needed. Farm¬ 
ers just want the freedom to 
market their grain as they see 
fit. Many stressed the fact that 
CWB does not have to receive 
top dollar for grain - only has 
to move grain. Farmers feel 
they can do much better them¬ 


selves. 

All farmers were very con¬ 
cerned about the inclusion/ 
exclusion clause and emphati¬ 
cally said that this must be 
removed. The majority of pre¬ 
senters want the CWB open to 
the Access of Information Act 
and have an annual audit by 
the Auditor General, with a 
report given to Parliament. 

The Senators questioned if 
the CWB was open to the Ac¬ 
cess of Information, would this 
not give their competitors the 
edge as to sales figures and 
other sensitive information? 
The answer was that the Ac¬ 
cess to Info, prohibits sensi¬ 
tive information from being 
released, however non-sensi¬ 
tive information would be 
available to the farmers. 

When a Senator asked, 
would the CWB survive if an 
dual/open marketing system 
was put in place, the crowd 
said "who cares," but then it 
was explained that if the CWB 
was a viable and competitive 
marketing tool, then of course 
it would survive. 

We'll have to wait and see if 
the Upper Chamber has heeded 
the farmers' words and is will¬ 
ing to make the necessary ad¬ 
justments.

Legislature should meet more 


Dear Editor, 

Bill 211, th eLegislative Assem¬ 
bly Amendment Act is a Liberal 
private member's bill which would 
guarantee two regular sittings of 
the Legislature every year. 

This legislation is important 
for a number of reasons. One is 
the simple fact that government - 
any government - must be held 
accountable and one sitting of the 
Legislature a year is not enough 
opportunity to do that. In the two 
months the House has been sit¬ 
ting the government has already 
been forced to pull a law that 
would have trampled on the rights 
of Albertans who were wrongfully 
sterilized, there has been an emer¬ 
gency debate on the crisis in health 
care, and the government MLAs 
have been forced into making their 
expenses public. None of this could 
have been achieved without the 
forum for public debate that the 
Legislature and Question Period 
provide. 


One session of the Legislature 
is also not enough to deal with all 
ofthe legislation brought forward. 

Finally, having two sessions a 
year means stopping the govern¬ 
ment from making as many rules 
behind closed doors as they do 
now. In the almost seven that 
passed without a sitting of the 
Legislature the Conservative cabi¬ 
net passed nearly 300 regulations 
behind closed doors with no pub¬ 
lic input or debate. 


The Alberta government has a 
budget of over $14 billion yet only 
called the Legislature Assembly 
to work for 38 days in 1997. The 
Legislative Assembly Amendment 
Act would not allow this to hap¬ 
pen again. The bill is up for debate 
this week. Phone your MLA and 
encourage them to support it for 
the sake of good government.

courage and moral leadership 


Dear Editor, 

With the recent decision in 
the Delwin Vriend case by the 
Supreme Court a major test of 
moral leadership has been placed 
before Premier Ralph Klein. It is 
time for Mr. Klein to display 
moral leadership by rejecting the 
decision of the Supreme Court 
and invoke the notwithstanding 
clause of the constitution. The 
courts decision is a fundamental 
attack on the moral fabric of our 
society and will certainly lead to 
a radical shift in our rights. 

There are basically five major 
areas of concern that will come 
about as a result of this decision.

In fact 
Red Deer Advocate columnist 
Mary-Ann Barr stated in her 
April 4 article "children raised in 
gay/lesbian households are more 
tolerant of diversity in society 


and therefore are better citizens." 

2. Eventual recognition of 
Paedophilia: Nothing is more re¬ 
pulsive than the sexual exploita¬ 
tion and desecration of children. 
This decision will eventually le¬ 
gitimize paedophiles. Their ar¬ 
gument will rest on this deci¬ 
sion, they will argue that they 
can not be discriminated against 
because of their "sexual orienta¬ 
tion." Eventually they will be 
successful in this challenge. 

3. Erosion of Parental Rights: 
This decision will remove a Par¬ 
ent's right to choose who works 
with their children. Parents will 
not be allowed to refuse a homo¬ 
sexual hockey coach or scout 
leader. Parents will not be al¬ 
lowed to "discriminate" against 
homosexual predators such as 
the infamous Graham James, 
coach of the Calgary Hitmen. 

4. Erosion of Religious Free¬ 
dom: This decision should send 
shivers down the spine of peo¬ 
ple of all faiths. Churches will 
no longer be allowed to "dis¬ 
criminate" against people for 
their sexual orientation. 
Churches will eventually be 
forced to accept homosexual 


clergy and homosexual mar¬ 
riage. The government will be 
redefining what is politically 
correct and acceptable. We will 
eventually shift from religious 
freedom to state mandated re¬ 
ligious beliefs and practices. 

5. Unelected judges should 
not make law: The laws of the 
land should be made by the 
people of Alberta through their 
elected representatives, not 
through an unelected body in 
Ottawa. 

It is time for Mr. Klein to 
demonstrate some courage and 
moral leadership. The notwith¬ 
standing clause should be used 
in only rare, extremely critical 
circumstances. This is such a 
situation as the very moral 
foundation of our society is at 
stake. 

Those of us who oppose this 
decision will be branded as 
homophobic. The reality is we 
are not homophobic but rather 
our critics are moralphobic.

Inmate released 

David John Hummel was released from the Bowden Institution 
on warrant expiry on April 17, having served a full four and a half 
year sentence for sexual assault. These offences involved women, 
between the ages of 16 and 20. 

Hummel has a criminal record of previous convictions for 
kidnapping, indecent assault, break and enter, assault causing 
bodily harm and sexual assault, involving women and children. 
These offences took place in the province of Alberta. 

Correctional Services Canada/the Correctional Services Divi¬ 
sion of Alberta Justice has designated Hummel as a high risk 
offender.

Although a copy of the complaint was leaked to the press, The Alberta Human Rights and 
Citizenship Commission has advised that details of the complaint, and the accuser, not be 
released until the matter goes to a hearing. 

The Commission said, the matter may not go to the hearing stage, if the first step of 
arbitration is successful. 

Chinook's Edge has also recently been battling a lawsuit from former assistant superintend¬ 
ent, Wayne Poncia, who is claiming the board owes him back pay for salary after being dismissed 
before his contract was up. 

The board has also denied that the accusations in the Poncia lawsuit were accurate. It has 
not yet gone before the courts.

Have you ever wanted to be an 
exchange student, but wondered 
how to enrol? If this is the case, 
Student Travel Schools (STS) 
wants to hear from you.

Most students 
can go to the country of their 
choice. However, Switzerland, 
France, Germany and Spain have 
language requirements. 

"Anyone who applies before 


Dec. 31, 1998, for the 1999/2000 
school year to Scandinavia, will 
get $1000 off the program fee," 
said Craven. 

"Families can also reduce the 
program fee by $500 by hosting 
one of our incoming students. 
STS has students arriving in 
Canada in both January and Au¬ 
gust and for many families host¬ 
ing, is a good way for them to be 
introduced to our program." 

Although the next group of 
applying exchange students is 
not due to depart Canada until 
January or August 1999, they 
should do something about it 
straight away. We like our stu¬ 
dents to be well prepared before 
their departure and to have the 
opportunity to get to know their 
host families before they go.

Out of Africa

Here's a little update on our 
most recent mission trip to 
Kenya and Uganda. Pastors 
Richard and Beth Kope 
(Chinook Winds Christian Cen¬ 
tre), Donna Wight (Didsbury) 
and Betty Machacek 
(Crossfield) made up the team 
that took Pastor's Seminars 
and Children's Ministry to 
Nairobi and Kisumu, Kenya 
and Malaba, Uganda. 

You make a lot of adjust¬ 
ments on a trip like this with 
time changes, climatic and gas- 
tronomical concerns. But what 
an experience. I encourage you 
to join a short-term mission at 
least once in your life - you'll 
help others but perhaps the 
most significant thing is what 
happens to you. You cannot 
come home the same. 

Here’s why: 

-Can you put clothes on chil¬ 
dren who are literally wearing 
rags without re-evaluating 
your own wardrobe "needs"? 

-Can you sit in a circle of 
women who love God just like 
you, but never had the oppor¬ 
tunity to go to school, cannot 
read and have no bibles, and 
not be humbled? 

-Can you teach eager, huge¬ 
eyed youngsters the wonder¬ 
ful bible stories we take for 
granted and not be over¬ 
whelmed by their enthusiastic 
response? 

-Can you meet a 61 year old 
man who rode his bicycle 18 
km each way to attend meet¬ 
ings (up and down the moun¬ 
tain) and not become more 


committed yourself? 

It takes a lot to get most of 
us out of the "ditch" we habitu¬ 
ally live in - a trip like this can 
catapult us into a different 
perspective. 

Richard taught 40 sessions 
in three different locations to 
pastors and leaders who loved 
his understandably, practical 
teachings. Topics included 
leadership, prayer and rela¬ 
tionships. 

He distributed 500 teaching 
packets which will be cher¬ 
ished, studied and passed on. 
This way the lessons learned 
will travel much farther than 
we did. 

Beth, Donna and Betty 
taught seminars to teachers 
and children's workers pio¬ 
neering the concept of using 
visual aids, object lessons and 
puppets to impact the children. 
Till now, the teaching has all 
been done by notes but the 
time has come to change in 
Africa too, as the children need 
more stimulation. 

We left all of our teaching 
material behind with key peo¬ 
ple so the vision can go on. 
After teaching these methods 
in "Believer's Church" in 
Kisumu, we left for a week to 
teach in Uganda. 

When we returned the Sun¬ 
day School population had dou¬ 
bled (200-400) and the local 
teachers were using the meth¬ 
ods we had taught them. We 
were thrilled. 

Beth, Donna and Betty min¬ 
istered to hundreds of chil¬ 
dren and were literally mobbed

Changing water level alert 


With the approach of spring, 
the melting winter snow pack 
and rainstorms may cause 
flooding. Albertans who live in 
areas subject to flooding are 
encouraged to be prepared for 
this possibility. 

The following measures can 
help homeowners, renters, 
farmers and business owners 
protect themselves and their 
property against potential flood 
conditions: 

-ensure that you have ad¬ 
equate home insurance, includ¬ 
ing coverage for sewer back¬ 
up, which is available through 
most insurance companies 
-overland flood coverage can 
be added to business insurance, 
but is generally not available 
to homeowners 

-check your sump pump to 
ensure that it is working 
-ensure your culverts and 
drainage ditches are clear 
-have a supply of sandbags 
on hand for dike construction 
in the event of flooding. There 
is no central supply of sand¬ 
bags. Stocks can be procured 
from private sector supplies. 

Alberta Environmental Pro¬ 
tection (AEP) has a compre¬ 
hensive system in place that 
provides early notification to 
municipalities, First Nation 
communities and water man¬ 
agers about charging water 
levels and stream flows. In the 
event of rising water levels, 
AEP notifies municipal direc¬ 
tors of disaster services who, 
in turn, advise their communi¬ 
ties about flood potential and 
how to prepare for and respond 
to flooding. In addition, the 
media are notified directly with 
information for the public. 

Municipalities and First Na¬ 
tion communities respond to 
floods and other emergencies 
by implementing their emer¬ 


gency plans. Alberta Transpor¬ 
tation and Utilities (AT&U) 
Disaster Services branch co¬ 
ordinate the development of 
these plans and the provincial 


government's support for 
emergencies and disasters by 
activating the Government 
Emergency Operations Centre 
when needed.

Way of Life: Hope through the cross 


Someone has said that it is 
getting more and more difficult 
to live and have any hope for the 
future. The world in which we 
live continues to grow more and 
more impersonal and cruel. Ex¬ 
amples of cruelty con¬ 
tinuously cross our tel¬ 
evision screen. Perhaps 
we are more sensitive 
to the growing imper¬ 
sonal and cruel nature 
of our culture in the 
rural areas. It is not 
that long ago most peo¬ 
ple had time to get to 
know their neighbours 
and were always there 
to celebrate good times 
and share the woes of 
the bad times. Now we 
celebrate those occasions when 
it does happen. More commonly 
these days we pass by one an¬ 
other on the side of the road with 
hardly a glance. 

Not a few people have argued 
that we must move towards rug¬ 
ged individualism. "If I am to 
survive in these uncertain times," 
such line of thought goes, "then I 
must take care of myself first. 


Then if I have anything left over 
I will consider others." 

Our future sometimes does 
look quite hopeless. 

It must have seemed that way 
for the followers of Jesus on the 
day of his cruci¬ 
fixion. Here the 
saviour of the 
world hung bleed¬ 
ing, dying a cruel 
death nailed to a 
criminal's cross, 
ignored by most 
and abused by a 
few who wanted 
their pound of 
flesh out of him. 

Little did those 
followers realize 
that the very sym¬ 
bol of cruelty, the thing intended 
to stripe a person of all dignity, 
worth and life, would today be 
the symbol of hope, life and vic¬ 
tory. 

On the cross Jesus gladly and 
purposely took on the forces of 
this world which would lead peo¬ 
ple into hopelessness. He took on 
Satan, he took on death, he took 
on human failure, pain, and suf¬ 



fering. These did their evil best to 
destroy Jesus but could not. They 
are nailed there to the cross for¬ 
ever.

Far from a hopeless situation, 
the crucifixion of Jesus provides 
hope for all people.

So confident was Pastor Paul, 
that he wrote these words of 


encouragement for all who find 
themselves up a wall, "I am sure 
that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor 
things present, nor things to 
come, nor powers, nor height, 
nor depth, nor anything else in 
all creation will be able to sepa¬ 
rate us from the love of God in 
Christ Jesus our Lord." (Romans 
8:38-39) 

In the confusion and mystery 
of our lives, the cross has become 
the hand of God extended for us 
to hold. 

The cross is the proclamation 
that life, your life, my life, is not 
hopeless, nor are we living in a 
hopeless world. The cross is the 


proclamation that God is able to 
transform our hopeless situa¬ 
tions into good, and in His great 
love for us will accomplish that, 
though for a while we may have 
to endure many things. 

As we rush toward this holi¬ 
day weekend, which we call 
Easter, may we feast not only 
upon sweetness of candied eggs 
and bunny rabbits, but may we 
be open to receive the sweetness 
of God's love, discover again in 
Jesus Christ, crucified and risen. 
And may our lives be filled with 
hope that lasts for eternity.

Amazing - Easter is soon upon us 
already! It always catches me by sur¬ 
prise when it comes in early April, so 
here’s a great recipe to do up quick for 
your Easter weekend, just so you can 
relax as you should ! Combine this with some fruit for one of 
your breakfasts. 

Tropical Nut Bread 

1/3 c. shortening 1 tsp. baking powder 

2/3 c. sugar 1/2 tsp. salt 

2 eggs 1/2 tsp. baking soda 

1 c. mashed banana 1 c. whole bran 

1/4 c. buttermilk 3/4 c. chopped dried apricots 

1 1/4 c. sifted flour 1/2 c. walnuts chopped 

1. Preheat oven to 350F. and prep loaf pan with canola spray. 

2. Cream shortening and sugar ; add eggs and beat thoroughly. 

3. Combine banana and buttermilk in a separate bowl. 

4. Sift together the flour, baking powder, salt, and baking soda. 

5. Add the dry ingredients gradually, with the banana mix¬ 
ture, to the wet ingredients. 

6 . Stir in the bran, apricots, and walnuts. 

7. Pour into the loaf pan and score center of the batter with a 
knife. 

8 . Bake for 1 hour or until toothpick comes out clean/dry. 

TIP of the week: I always seem to have bananas on hand, 
in the freezer, for this sort of recipe. If you ever have overripe 
bananas left on the counter, toss them in the freezer. They’ll 
turn black, but that’s okay. When you need a banana or two, 
just defrost in the fridge, cut off the end , and let the banana 
slip out into your bowl. It will just need a light mashing with 
a fork to be ready for your recipe !

Lorraine Gooding talks about 
the pieces in her tiny shop, like 
they were people, and she shares 
a relationship with them, a piece 
of history. 

The store opened at the be¬ 
ginning of April and since then 
it has attracted so much atten¬ 
tion, that she is already having 
to buy new items for her shop. 
Within hours of opening many 
items in the store were sold. 

But, truly it's not the money 
factor that brings Gooding into 
the business. She is a true ad¬ 
mirer of history, and antique 
furniture. 

"It was a long time interest 
and I knew there were others in 
the community that were inter¬ 
ested," she says. 

Gooding adds that the most 
important and best part of her 
business is the stories— the 
endless stories. 

It comes with the industry. 
She says often a customer will 
come in and see something that 
may have been from their child¬ 
hood. 


The objects sparks a memory 
that becomes a story, and 
Gooding loves to listen. 

"That is what makes the job 
interesting," she says.

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Does El 
Nino mean 
drought? 

El Nino has become a house¬ 
hold word this past winter. The 
large area of the equatorial Pa¬ 
cific Ocean with above normal 
surface water temperatures 
contributed to unusual 
weather patterns in many parts 
of the world. In Alberta, and in 
many parts of Canada, above 
normal temperatures and be¬ 
low normal precipitation were 
common this winter. The dry 
winter, and below normal fall 
soil moisture in southern Al¬ 
berta, has raised concerns 
about drought this summer. 

"Many Albertans are wonder¬ 
ing if El Nino means drought in 
Alberta," said Peter Dzikowski, 
agri-weather specialist with Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development. 

"The answer depends on 
what you look at. If you look at 
spring runoff, especially from 
the plains rather than the 
mountains, then the answer is 
yes. If you mean agricultural 
drought, which usually means 
growing season rainfall, then 
the answer is no." 

It is possible that parts of 
Alberta may experience 
drought conditions during 
some part of the 1998 summer. 
However, there is no solid basis 
on which to forecast agricul¬ 
tural drought conditions in Al¬ 
berta for the spring or summer 
of 1998. Climate analysis by En¬ 
vironment Canada of spring and 
summer precipitation following 
El Nino events revealed no con¬ 
sistent evidence of widespread 
below normal rainfall in Al¬ 
berta. 

"Fall and winter conditions, 
especially in southern Alberta, 
have left many dryland grow¬ 
ers more susceptible to the ef¬ 
fects of a drier spring or sum¬ 
mer," he said. 

"The soil moisture reserves 
that help carry crops through 
dry periods, are not as good as 
many would like, but are part of 
the climate of the region." 

The good news is that the ef¬ 
fect of El Nino on Alberta usu¬ 
ally diminishes during the 
spring. The return to more nor¬ 
mal winter-like weather in 
March is not proof of this. How¬ 
ever, climate analysis by Envi¬ 
ronment Canada indicates that 
both temperature and precipita¬ 
tion in Alberta generally return 
to near normal in the spring and 
summer after an El Nino event. 

"The prudent approach is to 
prepare for drought conditions 
as a general risk management 
strategy,” Dzikowski. 

"If there is information, ei¬ 
ther based on your own condi¬ 
tions, such as soil moisture or 
rainfall records, or a good long 
lead forecast for several months 
or a season ahead, then increase 
your level of preparedness ac¬ 
cordingly. Planning for drought 
is one way to reduce its harmful 
effects and minimize the eco¬ 
nomic impact and hardship it 
can bring." 


Province to consult on livestock operations 


The discussion paper on regu¬ 
latory options for livestock opera¬ 
tions in the province is now avail¬ 
able for public review, Ed 
Stelmach, Minister of Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment (AAFRD) announced 
March 30. 

"Back in January, I asked my 
staff to draft different regulatory 
options for considerations," 
Stelmach said. "They've come up 
with various options that should 
generate good public discussion 
on the issue." 

The Discussion Paper is in re¬ 
sponse to concerns expressed by 
municipal governments, livestock 
developers and private citizens 
regarding the current process for 
approval of new livestock facili¬ 
ties, as well as the framework for 
monitoring an enforcing the envi¬ 
ronmental sustainability of exist¬ 
ing livestock operations. 

AAFRD staff have received 
valuable assistance from Alberta 
Environmental Protection, Al¬ 
berta Health and Alberta Munici¬ 
pal Affairs as part of the process of 
drafting the options. 

Each copy of the Discussion 
Paper includes a mail-in question¬ 
naire to solicit as much public in¬ 
put as possible. Open houses and 
stakeholder meetings will also be 
held in April and May to discuss 
the options presented, and these 
meetings will be widely advertised. 
More information about the con¬ 
sultations is also available on the 
Internet through Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture's home page. The address is: 
http://www.agric.gov.ab.ca/eco- 
nomic/policy/ilo.html. 

"We're open to new ideas and 
new options, not just what's been 
identified in the Discussion Pa¬ 
per," said Stelmach. 'We're look¬ 
ing for the broadest possible con¬ 
sultation from all Albertans, not 
just those involved in the live¬ 
stock industry." 

AAFRD staff would like to re¬ 
ceive all responses by June 1,1998. 
Results from the questionnaires 
and public meetings will be com¬ 
piled into a summary document 
that will be brought forward to the 
Standing Policy Committee on Ag¬ 


riculture and Rural Development. 
Following that, further defined 
proposals regarding livestock 
operations and possible regula¬ 
tions will be circulated for con¬ 
sultation later this fall. 

Anyone who wishes to ob¬ 


tain a copy of the Discussion 
Paper may call the Policy Sec¬ 
retariat office of Alberta Agri¬ 
culture at (403) 422-2070. The 
department will ensure that 
copies of the package are avail¬ 
able for interested industry rep¬ 


resentatives, local government 
and the general public to par¬ 
ticipate in the process. Copies 
will also be available through 
AAFRD district offices and ru¬ 
ral municipal offices around the 
province by April 3.

Identification Services (LIS), 
and the income and expenses 
associated with running the 
service will be transferred as 
well. 

The service will be account¬ 
able, both to the Government 
and to the industry it serves. A 
Secretariat will be appointed 
from Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development 
(AAFRD) to be the Minister's 
eyes and ears for the service, 
handling questions or com¬ 
plaints as well as monitoring 
the administration of the pro¬ 
gram and the legislation to 
make sure it’s being run appro¬ 
priately.

Bill 41, proposed legislation 
that would delegate the admin¬ 
istration of brand inspections 
to the cattle industry has now 
been introduced in the Provin¬ 
cial Legislature, Ed Stelmach, 
the Minister of Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment (AAFRD) announced 
April 2. 

"Industry pays the full shot 
for brand inspection and feels 
the private sector could provide 
the services more efficiently 
than government," said 
Stelmach. 

"Industry has said it wants 
more say in the services it pays 
for and gets. Government would 
like industry to take more re¬ 
sponsibility, both administra¬ 
tively and financially, for the 
services it finds most valuable. 
Although industry will be pro¬ 
viding brand inspection serv¬ 
ices, producers have asked that 
responsibility for the Act and 
regulations remain with the 
Government. Bill 41 fulfils that 
request." 

The Government's Brand In¬ 
spection Service is responsible 
for all aspects of registry, li¬ 
censing, enforcement and iden¬ 
tification of cattle being sold. 
Currently, brand inspectors 
work for the government and 
revenue from brand inspec¬ 
tions comes to government. 
There are 35 brand inspectors 
and 45 part-time staff around 
the province. 

It is being proposed that all 
of these services be transferred

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angling licenses mean fewer dollars 


In recent months Trout Un¬ 
limited Canada (TUC) members 
have repeatedly raised concerns 
regarding the repercussions to 
fishery resources as a result of 
Alberta Environmental Protec¬ 
tion's (AEP) decision to priva¬ 
tize the sale of fishing licenses. 
Effective March 16, Informa¬ 
tion Systems Management Cor¬ 
poration (ISM), a subsidiary of 
the IBM Global Services organi¬ 
zation, will begin managing the 
sale of all recreational fishing 
and hunting licenses sold in 
Alberta. 

One of the largest concerns 
voiced by TUC members is the 
loss of revenue that privatiza¬ 
tion will mean for fisheries-re- 
lated conservation projects 
funded by the Alberta Conser¬ 
vation Association (ACA). The 
ACA is an independent associa¬ 
tion which began managing Al¬ 
berta's Fish and Wildlife Trust 
Funds last year. Conservation 
Trust Funds like the original 
"Buck for Wildlife" Program are 
funded by a levy on fishing and 
hunting licenses. The price of a 
resident angling license will re¬ 
main at $18, but the new system 
will require anglers to buy a 
Wildlife Identification Number 
(WIN) for an extra $8. In addi¬ 
tion to this $8, the new system 
provides ISM with an additional 
$6 for each transaction for each 
transaction under a WIN card. 
For example, ISM will also re¬ 
ceive another $6 for each fish¬ 
ing license purchased, as well as 
another $6 for each hunting tag 
purchased. Because $2.50 from 
every transaction will be paid 
from Trust Funds administered 
by the ACA, AEP's decision to 
privatize the sale of fishing and 
hunting licenses is expected to 
reduce the amount the ACA 
spends on fish and wildlife con¬ 
servation by $1.2 to 1.5 million. 

Ron Anderson, an avid an¬ 


gler and Director of the Alberta 
Council and the Jumpingpound 
Chapter of TUC, is concerned 
about the impacts of the new 
system on Alberta's fishery re¬ 
sources. 

"When one considers that Al¬ 
berta Environmental Protec¬ 
tion's operating budget has al¬ 
ready been reduced by about 
30% in recent years, reducing 
the funds available to the ACA 
to invest in fishery-related pro¬ 
grams spells disaster for Alber¬ 
ta’s fishery resources. I have yet 
to talk to a single angler who 
has had anything good to say 
about this fiasco," Anderson said. 

Tony Blake, President of the 


Alberta Council of TUC, is sur¬ 
prised and disappointed that 
AEP proceeded without consult¬ 
ing his group. 

"Over the past ten years TUC 
has clearly been the most ac¬ 
tive, non-government organiza¬ 
tion involved in fisheries-related 
projects and programs. Last 
year the combined efforts of TUC 
and its partners resulted in 
nearly one million dollars worth 
of fisheries-related work in the 
province. Despite this well-dem¬ 
onstrated commitment, the gov¬ 
ernment chose not to consult 
with us on this important issue. 
We could have told them that 
drastically reducing the number 
of license vendors is no way to 


improve service. 

"Alberta sportsmen are very 
protective of the Fish and Wild¬ 
life Trust Funds which they 
have proudly supported for the 
last 25 years. They expect their 


contributions to be spent on 
conservation and they get very 
upset at the thought of their 
money being used to guarantee 
the profits of a private com¬ 
pany," said Blake.
